Citations and explanations 

Subject matter: gear shifting device 

Prior art: DE-A-100 16 364 (Dl) shows a gear shifting 
device having the features of the preamble of claim 1. 



Problem: to simplify a gear shifting or selector shaft and 
to prevent its stability fi-om being affected. Dl shows a 
complex bearing on the gear shifting or selector shaft for 
the device which holds the rod, part of the gear shifting 
or selector shaft being provided with external teeth; this 
is a complicated solution and could affect the stability 
of the shaft. 



Solution: by the characterising features of claim 1. The 
claimed combination of features is not known from or 
suggested by the searched prior art . 

Claim 1 and dependent claims 2 and 3 therefore meet the 
requirements of PCT Article 33(2) and 33(3).
